CHAPTER 187 
MUNICIPAL FLOOD CONTROL 

S. F. 118 

AN ACT to repeal section three hundred ninety-five point twenty-five (396.26), Code 
1960, and to enact a substitute section in lieu thereof and to amend section thirty­
seven(87) of chapter one hundred fifty-one (151) and section eight (8) of chapter 
one hundred fifty-nine (159) of the Laws of the Fifty-fourth General Assembl,. 
of the state of Iowa, all relating to municipal flood control systems and the issuance 
of bonda and levy of taxes therefor. 

Be It EMcted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa.: 

1 SECTION 1. Section three hundred ninety-five point twenty-five 
2 (395.25), Code 1950, is hereby repealed and the following is enacted 
3 in lieu thereof: 
4 "Cities and towns are hereby authorized to contract indebtedness 
5 and to issue general obligation bonds to provide funds for the payment 
6 of the cost of improvements contemplated by this chapter by following 
7 either of the following procedures: 
8 Proceedings for the issuance of said bonds may be initiated by the 
9 governing body of the municipality without an election pursuant to 

10 notice and hearing as prescribed by section twenty-three point twelve 
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11 (28.12), Code 1950, or the governing body of the municipality may 
12 call a special election to vote upon the proposition of issuing said bonds 
18 or may submit the proposition as a special question at a regular munic-
14 ipal election. Notice of such election shall be given in the manner pre-
15 scribed in section thirty-seven point four (87.4), Code 1950, and if the 
16 vote at said election in favor of the issuance of such bonds is equal to 
17 at least sixty percent (60 %) of the total vote cast for and against the 
18 proposition at said election, the governing body of the municipality 
19 shall issue the bonds and make provisions for the payment thereof as 
20 hereinafter provided. 
21 Taxes for the payment of said bonds shall be levied in accordance 
22 with chapter seventy-six (76), Code 1950, and said bonds shall be pay-
28 able through the debt service fund in not more than twenty (20) years, 
24 and bear interest at a rate not exceeding five pel'cent (5%) per annum, 
25 and shall be of such form as the city or town council shall by resolution 
26 provide, but no city or town shall become so indebted in an amount 
27 whicFl, together with all other indebtedness of said municipality, shall 
28 exceed five percent (5%) of the actual value of the taxable property 
29 within said city or town as shown by the last state and county tax lists 
80 previous to incurring such indebtedness. The indebtedness incurred 
81 for the purpose herein provided shall not be considered an indebted. 
82 ness incurred for general or ordinary purposes within the meaning 
88 and application of section four hundred seven point one (407.1), Code 
84 1950, and shall not be charged against or counted as part of the one 
85 and one-fourth percent (11,4 %) available for general or ordinary pur-
86 poses until the other three and three-fourths percent (88,4%) of the 
87 five percent (5 %) of indebtedness permitted by statute has been ex-
88 hausted.
